Y raying before the Lord of Hosts 

When I was in my mid-twenties and working on the ranch, the fall was a busy 
time with working cattle. Our family ran a feedlot, so we were branding, 
dehorning, and vaccinating the steers which we bought at sale barns. Many 
days were 12-14 hours long. One Saturday night at Mass, I was exhausted and I 
prayed for the gift of feeling refreshed. As we sang the Holy, Holy, I was 
suddenly filled with life. And the feeling stayed with me as I left Mass. I had 
never before experienced such a physical/spiritual experience. The gift 
surprised me. It taught me to bring my burdens before God, and it showed me 
the power of the prayers at Eucharist. 

The Holy, Holy is a great prayer. Like most of the prayers at Mass, it is taken 
from the Bible. The first two lines are based on Is. 6:3. The prophet Isaiah has a 
vision of God sitting on a throne with "seraphs" (angels) singing, "Holy, Holy, 
Holy is the Lord of hosts. The whole earth is full of his glory. " The word for the 
angels (seraphs or seraphim) literally means "burning ones." They are so close 
to God that they reflect his divine radiance. 

In the new translation of the missal the words of the Holy, Holy will change. 
Currently, we sing, "Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord, God of power and might." However, 
the words of the first line will change to "Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of hosts." 
The word "hosts" means the "celestial army" or the army of angels. 

The Israelites had the concept of God as their king. In addition, there was the 
notion of the cosmic kingship of God whose throne is in heaven and who rules 
over creation and over all peoples. "The LORD sits enthroned over the flood; 
the LORD sits enthroned as king forever" (Ps 28:10). God is YHWH Sabaoth (or 
the "Lord of hosts" translated in English), the Lord of the celestial army or the 
Lord of all creation. They also thought of the stars in the night sky as armies of 
angels whom God could command to do whatever He wanted. Their 
cosmology was not quite right, but their theology of the Lord's almighty power 
was perfect. 

The title YHWH Sabaoth (Lord of hosts) is used often in the O.T. (cf. Ps. 46; Is. 
14:22-27). The Lord of hosts is a power title for God. He has authority over all 
creation. Thus, the current translation of the Mass tried to convey the meaning 
with the words, "Lord, God of power and might." But the new words will be a 
literal translation of YHWH Sabaoth: "Lord God of hosts." 


In the book of Revelation, John also has a vision of angels singing around the 
throne of God, "Holy, Holy, Holy is the Lord God Almighty" (Rev. 4:8). He sees the 
elders fall down before God's throne as they praise him. No wonder we kneel 
after this song as we recall how Jesus poured out his life at the Last Supper. 


As you pray the Holy, Holy, how well do you enter into the awe of the angels? 
Do you bring your burdens to Almighty God who can fill us with his life?
